1.  Eradication  Area:  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Mississippi,  South  Carolina. 

2.  Area  of  Recurring  Infestation:  Texas,  Cali- 
fornia, New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Louisiana,  and 
Puerto  Rico  throughout  the  year.  Arkansas 
each  year  from  May  1  through  November  30, 
both  inclusive. 

3.  Area  of  Seasonal  Infestation:  All  States  not 
included  in  Area  of  Recurring  Infestation,  ex- 
cept Alaska  and  Hawaii.  Regulation  effective 
each  year  from  May  1  through  November  30, 
both  inclusive. 

4.  Federal  Inspector:  An  inspector  of  the  ARS, 
USDA  responsible  for  the  function  involved  or 
a  State  employee  appointed  by  the  Department 
as  a  collaborator  to  perform  the  function 
involved.
